Wilson's bnggy, which was refused. 
This hnrrmn monster then picked up an 
ax and split Mr. Wilson's head open. 
He attacked Mr. Wesley Wilson, 
the 


eon, and nmrdered him in a like man- 


ner. 
Oooper then murdered Mrs. Wes- 


ley Wilson with the same weapon, 
after which he struck down a negro, 
who had appronohed on hearing the 
noiso, and loft the ax sticking in the 
negro's head. 


The sheriff and a posse went to the 


scene of tho murder in a special car, 
and after nu all night search, succeeded 
in locating him this morning in 
a 


house belonging to W. S. Burkett. 
A 


neighbor eaw him. enter the house and 
informed tho sheriff. 
Cooper is well 


snpplied with Winchesters and ammu- 
nition nncl will fight to the bitter end. 
The sheriff has surrounded the house 
and will use a small cannon to demol- 
ish it, i\9 the only way to reach Oooper.

The Cel*-l>rat«d Needle Dam in thn IJiK 


Stinily fit Louirta Completed — How It 


WorkD. 


The greatest needle dam in the world 


has just been built by tho government 
in the Big Sandy river at Louisa. 
It 


is now completed, and in construction 
and method of operation surpasses any- 
thing of the sort ever before con- 
structed. 


Some idea of the nature of a needle 


dam will be conveyed to the average 
reader by describing it as a trestle 
bridge across a river, 
against which 


boards 
(or rather "needles" eight 


inches square) are set np. 
The whole 


thing is upon a foundation of stone. 
The trestles are iron, spaced four feet 
apart, and hinged to a base which is 
set in the 
stone 
foundation. 
The 


trestles are connected at the top by a 
bar and a foot-bridge, the latter com- 
posed of four-foot sections of iron plate 
adjust themselves into a continuous floor 
when the trestle's are erect, or they lie 
on their sides when the dam is not in 
use. 
The bar at the tops supports the 


tops of the needles. 
The bottoms rest 


against a sill in the stone foundation. 
Upon the appearance of a rise the 
needles are. released and stored on a 
boat made for the purpose, while the 
iron trestles are lowered to the bod of 
the stream to remain nntil again re 
quired. 
In being lowered, the 
first 


trestle falls on its side into an opening 
in a stone pier or abutment at the bank 
of the river, and the other trestles are 
lowered in the same direction, resting 
upon their sides and forming but a 
slight obstruction. 


By a special arrangement, entirely 


new and original, the trestles can be 
lowered or raised at an average speed 
of four feet of dam a minute with two 
men, 
which is five times the raising 


speed made on the best European dams 
of this class. 


The lock is of the ordinary modern 


type, fifty-two feet in width, and will 
admit craft 190 feet long. 


The normal depth of pool formed by 


this dam will be thirteen feet 
at 


Louisa, and it will throw slack-water 
thirteen miles np both the Tug and 
Levisa forks, reaching valuable coa 
veins. 


The government reports how that 


thu commerce of the Big Sandy exceeds 
by one-third any other river in the 
state, even with its fitfnl and uncer- 
tain system of navigation. With a syg 
tern of locks and dams the Big Sandy 
valley wonld pour a continuous flooc 
of wealth-producing products into the 
great Ohio, to be distributed from 
there to all points of the compass.

This 
bureau furnishes each poll with blanks 
for the ofiic;ial record and also with 
four sets of small blanks for ench office. 
As soon as the co'mt for an oflice is 
finished the four inspectors sign al!' 
four blanks and a policeman 
takes 


Ihem to a police headquarters, and 
quickly returns for others. Thus the 
count goes on until it is completed— 
sometimes not before midnight. 


Meantime tJicrc have, gathered in a 


large room at police headquarters all 
the commissioners, . the superintend- 
ent, a great, number of newspaper re- 
porters with pencils sharpened at both 
ends, while the walls are lined with 
messenger and telephone boys. As soon 
ns a report, is brought it is read out 
Ivy the superintendent, taken down by 
the newspaper men. and forwarded to 
their editors as rapidly as possible. By 
eight o'clock the returns come thick 
nnd fast, and nothing is heard but the 
scratching of pencils and the footsteps 
of racing messengers. 
The commis- 


sioners soon go to their private oftices. 
ior they know that anxious candidates 
Tvill speedily be 
called 
to 
learn 


their fate, although a very lair idea has 
spread abroad by nine or ten o'clock as 
to how the state and city have "gone" 
on the principal issues. In the case of 
the election of November, 1S94, every- 
body knew that Tammany was beaten 
long before that hour. 


But the fun of the street is not for 


that band of reporters at headquarters, 
3W>r for those other bands of writers in 
•the newspaper offices down town, who, 
•with almost superhuman 
diligence 


and endurance, are tabulating and put- 
ting into type and commenting npon 
these returns for delectation of the 
public next morning. 


The tenement-house districts have 


been alive with people since sundown, 
dancing about the fires. They have 
learned long ago the outlines of the 
result, and those on the 
successful 


«ide are rejoicing ia their tumultuous 
'•way, sure of the support of all 
the 


boys. As the evening advances the ex- 
citement spreads to Broadway and'up 
town. The newspapers will issue ex- 
tras every hour or so from nine p. in. 
to two in the morning, but they do not 
hesitate to give nil this news away 
upon their bulletins as fast rus the,}- get 
it.—Ernest, Tngorsoll, in Century.

"The latest." in clocks and watches 


is distinctly original. It. comes from 
Prance. The suggestion is that the 
decimal system should be adopted for 
clocks and watches, bidding g-ood-by to 
our old friends 11 and 12 o'clock entire- 
ly, and to divide tlu> faw. of the clock 
into ten instead of twelve sections. 
This system is now used by t.ho goo- 
graphical bureau of the French army, 
nnd it is urged that it diminishes the 
labor of calculation by two-thirds, and 
lessens the chances of mathematical 
enor from four to 6nc. The following 
is an outline of the rules of the decimal 
tij-stem as applied to timepieces: 


"The. day, from midnight to the mid- 


night following1, is to be divided into 
300 equal parts, known ns 'ces.' 


"The subdivisions, according; to the 


decimal plan, axe 'decices,' or tenths. 
"cenUccs,1 or hundredths, 'millices,' or 
thousandths. 


"One 
of the tia.in divisions, the 'ee-s,' 


is equal to 1-1 minutes and 24 seconds, 
or almost, a quartor of an hour."

est possible system, but- the poor Iny 
mind, we are afraid, will not. quite 
ngreo with such a conclusion, and six 
n. m, sounds far more Mceeptable than 
25 ces, its decimal equivalent..— 
jnlnfitftr Gazette.
